But for the timely aid of these crippled, half-conscious’ unfor- 
tunates, the death list would have been triple. 

The scene that was presented was almost like that of a 
slaughterhouse. In the hurry of the relief force, men were 
dragged from the furnace and left upon the floor. Others came 
along, and in succession extinguished the flames that threat- 
ened to burn them alive, Those whp had suffered alone from 
broken limbs were carried to corners of the building until medi- 


* 


Among the first rescuers to arrive were Al Meyers and 
Charles Esberg, hackmen for the United Carriage Company, 
The men had just stationed their teams after having conveyed 
the Berkeley eleven to the grounds. They were near the gate 
when the crash occurred, and hurried to the scene. After do- 
ing much to rescue and relieve the injured, their hacks were 
summoned, and nearly a dozen men were taken to the South- 


ern Pacific Hospital before the hospital ambulances could 
arrive. 


“When I entered the building, the groans and cries were 
pitiable,” said Meyers. “Men and boys were writhing on top 


of the furnace like bees on a hive. The first thing to do was |. 


to rescue the poor fellows from death by burning. It was 
impossible to handle them carefully. The smoke from burn- 
ing clothing and the odor of roasting flesh grere fearful. A 
dozen men, who had escaped the furnace, were lying on the 
hard floor with bruised faces and broken limbs. The cries of 
the injured were pitiable.” 

Joseph Gumper, a fireman, Was on the roof at the time 
of the accident. He heard the creak of the iron and jumped 
to a place of safety. Gumper ran to the edge of the roof, 
and, hastily climbing down a girder, was on the inside of the 
building in time to save several lives. i | 


“Except those who had fallen through, I was one of the 
fest to get inside,” he said. “The sight was awful. There 
were probably twenty men and boys clinging to rafters and 
girders, and were paralyzed with fright. Some of them fell, 
and others were rescued. The top of the furnace was covered 
with beings, and all of them seemed almost dead, either from 
burns or shock. 

“We knew not which way to turn, or what to do. There 
were appeals and cries from every side. Fortunately, there 
was a concerted effort at the furnace, and the men were taken 
off as quickly as human aid could accomplish it, One middle; 
aged man cried out repeatedly for his boy. The father was 
en the roof with the little fellow, and they had both fallen. 
‘Please tell me if my boy is alive,’ hd asked, beseechingly. I 
told him bis son was saved. He was taken to the hospital

NEW YORK, Nov. ‘17.—The officers 
of museums have to take extraordi- 
mary precautions to protect the treas- 
ures commiited to their care. Canes 
and umbrellas, as is well known, are 
taken away from the visitors at the 
doors. In large museums, all the visi- 
tors are carefully watched, and any 
person acting in a suspicious manner 
is followed until he has left the mu- 
seum. In one museum of national 


reputation. there is a large staff of at- 


tendants constantly patroling through 
the different rooms, and even at night 
watchrrer are regularly making their 
rounds, as much to watch for possible 
burglars as to give the alarm in case 
of fire. Beyond this, there is a burg- 
lar alarm system elaborated 80 as to 
protect all the rooms and the cases in 
each room. In one room the Greek or- 
naments cf gold are estimated to be 
worth 500,000. Th naturally a 
great temptation to crooks, who are 
well aware of the location of the room 
and the value of its contents. But any 
thief who undertook to ply his calling 
in this particular room would run a 
very chance of rueing his enter- 
prise. There is only one entrance to 
the room which is guarded constantly 
by two men. But what makes the 
room absolutely thief-proof is its elec- 
equipment. The room is ter- 
ally threaded throughout with electri- 
eal wires. Under each article in the 
cases, even though it be only a small 
ring, there is a tiny wire, invisible to 
the casual cbserver—and the presence 
of which would never be suspected by 
the uninitiated. This wire connects 
with the office of the director of the 
museum, several rooms distant. If an 
article is touched or disturbed, the 
alarm immediately rings in his office, 
and the door of the room is at once 
closed. So that it the thief p- 
pened to be within he would be safely 
caught in a trap.

VIL—THE RECONSTRUCTION OF 
EUROPE. 


HE empire of th French at the 

height of Napoleon's power (1812) 

reached from the Elbe to the Pyre- 
nees, and on the south from the Pyre- 
nees to a point midway between Rome 
and Naples. The recently-established 
kingdom of Holland and a long stretch 
of North Germany, the mainland terri- 
tories of the King of Sardinia, parts 
of the states of the church and other 
Italian principalities had alike been 
swallowed up. Spain, Switzerland, the 
Confederation of the R e, compris- 
ing a large part of Germany, the king- 
doms of Italy and Naples, comprising 
the parts of the peninsula not annexed 
to France, and the newly-created 
grand duchy of Warsaw, a resurrection 
of Poland, were all dependent on Na- 
poleon. In alliance with him were Aus- 
tria, Prussia and Denmark-Norway. 
The collapse of this immense system 
imposed upon the allied powers in 1814 
the reconstruction of Europe and the 
restoration of the equilibrium of the 
political world. The work that was 
accomplished was remarkable on the 
whole for its durabtlit~. considering 
the whirlwind of changes that had been 
going on for twenty years. 

The primary purpose of the allies in 
the struggle against Napoleon was to 
restore France to its former boun- 
daries under adequate restraints to pre- 
vent any further disturbance of the 
peace of Europe. This involved the de- 
termination of the status of the terri-

took possession of the grand duchy of 
Warsaw, planning a restoration of Po- 
land under himself as King. The Czar 
agreed, therefore, with the King of 
Prussia that ssin should retain 
Saxony and himeelf the grand duchy of 
Warsaw; but this enlargement of Prus- 
sia by the complete absorption of Sax- 
ony was effectually blocked by the 
other powers under the leadership of 
Talleyrand, and the final settlement ar- 
renged that Prussia should obtain the 
promised restoration to her area in 1806 
by receiving a province of Poland 
(Posen) the northern section of the left 
bank of the Rhine, Westphalia and 
about half of Saxony. This arrange- 
ment left Prussia less compact—in fact, 
consisting of two detached sections— 
but it had its compensations. It 
brought Prussia to the front of Ger- 
many toward France: the people of 
Rhenish Prussia became a liberalizing 
inflvence in Prussian politics, and the 
gap between Rhenish Prussia and Prus- 
sin would co far to justify at some fu- 
ture time annexations of the intermedi- 
ate territory. | 

As the powers had in a way followed 
the example of Napoleon in bordering 
France with moderate-sized States, so 
in the main their reconstitution ‘of 
Germany wes similar to his confedera- 
tion of the Rhine. The patriotic ardor 
which Inspired the war of liberation 
glowed with a deep national feeling 
that could be fully satisfied only with

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Next came in nn the settle- 
ment German question, what 
should be done with the States of the 
Rhenish confederation, and finally the 
disposition of Saxony and Poland. 
To settle these questions a European 
congress was called to meet at Vienna. 
Thither flocked in the fall of 1814 the 
sovereigns and diplomatiets of all 
pe. The States created, as well as 
thoee annihilated. in the last twenty 
years, equally dispatched envoys to 
push claims for the preservation or re- 
covery of their nee. The congress 
as a congress never met; all the work 
was done by committees, which drafted 
specific treaties between the particular 
powers interested ‘in the provisions of 
these treaties, and all these provisions 
were at the end into a 
single treaty called the final act of the 
congress of Vienne. which was signed 
June 9, 1815, by England, Russia, Aus- 
tria, Prussia, ce, Spain, Portugal 
and Sweden. 
It was the original intention of the

This union of Holland and Bel- 
gium, one as intensely Protestant as the 
other Was Catholic. ignored the wishes 
of the people. and the artificial tie 
jected only fifteen years, when the Bel- 
gians revolted and were recognize4 by 
powers as an inderenJent king- 
om. 


The disposition of the territo be- 
tween the Rhine and the restored boun- 
dary of France was perplexing. The 


guiding principle was to use it to give 
the stronger neighboring States a solid 
footing in that 1 as a defensive 
measure against France, and it was 
finally settled that the strong fortress 
of Luxemburg and the territ f that 
name should be given to tre Prince of 
Orange as a on separate from 
the kingdom of the Netherlands.

ony and Hanover; seven uchies, 
nine duchies, ten principalities and four 
free cities. 

Fof the transaction of ordinary busi- 
ness seventeen votes could be cast, 
one each by the eleven larger States, 
and one each by the six groups into 
which the other twenty-seven were 


constituted for voting purposes. But

general interest, six of the larger States 
cast four votes each, then came several 
casting three votes, then three with 
two votes each, followed by the rest 
with --- apiece.

other hand, inasmuch as for the passage 
of amendments or changes in the gen- 
eral regulations, either a two-thirds 
vote or unanimous consent was re- 
quired, the great States could always 
head off obnoxious legisiation. 

The confederation was empowered to 
provide for the common defense against 
war between the States and against any 
States making a treaty ° inconsistent 
with the federal obligations. Under 
such a Constitution the union of Ger- 
many was equally innocuous to outside 
powers and to the privileges of the 
German princes. each pursued 
their own good Ss showing calm 
indifference to t 
of the Diet. A real union of Germany 
was not to come from deliberations and 
the pettv balancing of interests. 

In their restoration of the political 
equilibrium of Europe the powers reso- 
lutely closed their eyes to a factor 
which. as it meressed in weight, in- 
evitably would upset their balance—the 
spirit of nationality as evinced in Italy 
and Germany. rding this spirit 
as born of the revolution, they ignored 
it in the formation of States in . 1815, 
and trusted to the enginery of desnot- 
ism to crush it, but in vain. Their hos- 
tility to it was imetinctive and natural, 
for at the bottom it was an expression 
of the will of the people—of a people 
who, conscious of unity of language,

NEW ORLEANS MAN HAS m. 
PROCESS 


VENTED DEGUMMING 
Inventor Spent Savings of a Lifetime 
in Experiment—Capitalists Planning 


New Orleans Times-Democrat:} Prof. 
Frederick A. Thomas, an inventor and 
chemist in New Orleans, has discovered 
à process by which cotton-seed oil may 
be degummed and made to possess all 
of the properities of linseed oil. 

As over $250,000,000 worth of linseed 
oll is consumed annually in this 
country, the discovery is of large scien- 
tific importance. 

There is in operation in New Orleans 
a plant with a daily capacity of 1500 

lions, and plans are now being drawn 

ra plant which will occupy two city 
blocks, anid which will turn out 50,000 
gallons daily. 

The capitalists who will put the oil 
on the market are prominent citizens 
of New Orleans. 


Thomas study the problem 
he has at last solved. The idea was 
suggest to him by Walter Scott, 


a boss painter of New Orleans, who 
called his Attention to the great need 
of a substitute for the costly linseed 
oll. At that time a great many ex- 
periments had been made, but all re- 
sults were unsatisfactory. The 
cotton ofl could easily be degummed, 
but as the paint made of it would not 
in a twelvemonth the oll was 
worse than useless. Frequently it has. 
been announced that the discovery had 
been made, but it remained for Prof. 
Thomas to discover the secret which 
makes such an interesting contribution 
to science.
